Sown in Winter for Summer plants, the slower ones can be carried along, for 
Fall and Winter use, pinching out unwanted buds as they appear. Sow at 65°, 
in well-drained seed pans, in equal parts leafmould, loam, and ssnd. Press 
the soil down slightly, and sow seed evenly on the surface: don't cover the 
seed with soil; place a glass over the pan, turning ana wiping 11 ary every 
morning. Water by submerging the pans tn the rim in water, allowing the wa- 
ter to soak through. When large enougn for 3" pots, begin to cool them gra- 
dually, ana carry along at 00° to 55°.

For potting soil, use 1 part fibrous loam, 1 part leaf-mould, and 1 of 
peat with enough sharp sand to keep the drainage perfect. During the entire 
growing period give moist conditions and shade from all bright sunshine. It 
is also well to syringe between the pots twice a day, rather than above.

Sow seed January to September. $" apart each way, in a place where they can 
be left unaisturbed for at least a year, since some kinds in a mixture will 
be very slow to germinate, while others may come up in a few weeks. Growing 
them on from seed offers a good opportunity to obtain a quite new variety - 
and they are doubly interesting to raise with this in view. When the little 
seedlings have 2 leaves, pot them up. Pinch when they get about 6" high. be 
sure not to throw out the smallest seedlings, as they usually turn out with 
the more beautiful colors. The ideal place for them through the Summer will 
be on a greenhouse shelf in full light. This induces desirable short stocky 
growth. As buds appear, rub them out, but not after early September. 

MIXED GREENHOUSE GERANIUMS. Some choice ones can be raised from these...357
